I adopt hix 
(Dr. Bitel’s) words, that none bata Committee 
of respectable Chinea+ r‘gidouts oan effe: aly 
and safely grapple with the shades of ‘differ- 
ones between kidnapping and selling and cope 
with the tricks of Chinese kidaappsrs and 
Chinese anti-kidnapping detentives’”~ Thosg 
are the remarke of the bon. senior unofifcial 
membar aul the membir for the Chambor of 
Commerce, who speak in the highest torms of 
tho work of tha Sosiety. Tho work of the 
Soclety is provad by statistios Duriog ths 
last four and a half-yoars, up to 1891, no loss 
than 2.751 persons cam nodor the protection of 
the Bosiety.. fa the report of the majority of 
the Spocial Committes allusion ia made to this 
fact in tha following terms :—" Taousanis of 
women and giels liava been revoqed. thonsania 
of deatitutes cared for, and thonsinds of por, 
sons rostorol to their relations.” The hon. 
member for the Chimbur of Commerce ob.
